In that time S7g;/mund the Emperour came 


\ xr to Exglayd, to treat of Peace between the 
"8 French and the Enghſs , nor was Henry flow 
in the buſineſſe ; but when the Frexch in the 


inttrims beſieged Harflet , he was ſo angry, that 
no man afterwards durſt mention Peace, and 
preſently ſending the Duke of Bedford'to raiſe 
the ſiege, with the Earl of Marſh, Oxford, 
and other Earls, and 200 Ships, he fought a 
bloody Barttell at Sea at Hayfle: Haven , with 
Borhon the French Admiral, wherein the Exg/:/ 
wan-the day, ſinking. 500 Ships- of the "French, 
and fo freed the Town. But Ceſar finding the 


perfidiouſneſs of the French, did not only for- .. 
bear ever after to make mention of any Peace, 


| bur made afirwe League with the Exg/ifþ againſt 


all oppoſers , and ſo returned. back into Ger- 


many. The French in the mean time, not to. be 
I 3 de, 
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belieging the Haven \of Harflez , endeavoured 
co hinder all relief from Ig own. , Bur the 
Earl of Huntington. coming ſuddenly upon 
therh , after a. fierce fight diſperſed them, and 
vanquiſhed the'reſt. He took the Duke of Boy- 
bon a Baſtard, and fo returned Conquerour 'for 
Expland. Then the King with his chief Nobili- 
ty ſailed into Normandy , and Conquered the 
Fort Txcha, whilſt the Earl, of Sa/zbury wan 
Alhervill, which place the King gave freely to 
him and his heirs. After that he wan Caey, which 
City when the Townſmen defended with great 
obſtinacy , he made Mines ſecretly , through 
which the moſt forward of the ſouldiery entred 


the City, the Duke of Clarence leading' them | 


on, and ſetting on the Guard, put them all to 
flight, and ſo the whole Army found (entrance, 
ſome of the principal for their perverſneſs were 
put to death, and the plunder of the City was 
given to' the Souldiers. . The Governour had 
not yet yeelded the Fort, but -when the King 
ſware he would ſpare none if they continyec 

reſolute , at laſt he gave it up. The Frexch in 
the mean while being in Civil broils, all things 
went with the Exg1i/h, as they pleaſed. He ſent 
the Duke of {7arence to befiege the Town of 


Bayos , which be quickly, wan , whilſt he flaid /

at Cay, he' reſtored"to- thi 
mighty maſs of Treaſure, that was found in the 


Caſtle, which the frighted people had brought 


thither , upon condition that they ſhould *be 
conſtant in their obedience for the future : 
This was a patern of his wonderfull piety. 
Then he removed tg Corfer , and in three dayes

won the Town. Then he ſubdued Argentani- 
am , after that Alexcon , -then Faleſia, and fo 
returned Victor to Caev. He had almoſt the 
like ſucceſs at Sea, vanquiſhing many Ships of 
the enemy ; but his own Fleer was toſled Jong 
in a tempeſt whilſt he ſtrove to ſail ro Sawrh- 
hampton, yet he loſt but two Ships. In the 
mean while the Earl of y/arwick and Talbot 
conquer the Caſtle of Damfriſe, and Clarentius 
maſtered {rtor, and many other Towns, Then 
the King layes ſiege to Ray , and at laſt by 
famine he forced the obſtinate Citizens to ſub- 
mit, which Town being the chief was an exams 
ple for the reſt to follow , ſo that ſhortly he wan 
all Normandy, which was loſt by the careleſneſs 
| of his predeceſſors. The Duke of Burgundy 
finding all the Engl; deſired to ſucceed, 
thought it concerned him to procure peace be- 
tween both Kings, and at laſt he obtained a 
meeting between Henry and the French Queen, 
( for the King was fallen into his uſuall dating ) 
yet there was nothing enacted. . The Queen 
had brought her moſt beautifull Daughter 
Katharize , that ſhe might enſnare the Kings 
minde with her allurements, nor was it in vain, 
for Henry when he ſaw her was wonderfully 
taken with her ; and when they departed doing 
nothing, the King laid a charge on the Duke 
of Burgundy, that unleſs all he asked, 'rogether 
with the Kings Daughter, were granted him, 
he would by force take from the Duke his 
Dukedom, and from the King his Kingdom. 
[They were ſo frighted with theſe threats, thac 
they fell to a new Parly. But the Dolphin, by 
reaſon. of this newly conceived hatred , and 
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120 Henry the Fifth, 
burning with former envy, commanded the 
Duke of Bxrg»»dy to be killed bafſely, not long 
after, though he begged his life from him on 
his knees, and fo the ſlaughter of the Duke of 
Orleance , committed before by Bargandy was 
expired. Nor is peace yet concluded , until 
the French were forced to it by a further loſs. 
A meeting was appointed at Trecas, and there 
was Katherine betrothed to Henry, and. the 
right of ſucceſſion was confirmed to him after 
the death of Charles ; whereupon all the No- 
bility of Fraxce ſwear to be Loyall to him, and 
ſo'the Salique Law in France was broken. The 
Dolphin who had not conſented to theſe Con- 
ditions, is made Warre againſt by the Kings of 
France and England, and divers Towns that 
took part with him are conquered, and when 
as he came not upon his citation to appear art 
Paris before the Marble Table ( as they call it ) 


 ppon the day appointed , he was baniſhed. 


Henry alſo ufing his Authority , commanded 
Money to be coyned with the Arms of Fraxce 


_ and Exgland, which he called the Soveraign. 


Then leaving the Duke of C/arexce Governour. 
of France and Normandy , he returned for 
Evugland. But Clarence making an expedition 
againlt 47;ou , and ſpoyling them, as he came 
back laden with che prey , he was betrayed in his 
paſſage 'by one Andrew Fogoſies , and though 
he fought valiantly, yet was he ſlain by the 
Puke of Ale»/on, with the chief Nobility, and 
2000 £Exohh men. The Earls of Sommerſer 
and of Szffolh, and other Lords were taken 
priſoners. The King to revenge his Brothers 
death , lands in Fraxce with a mighty Army. 
an 
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and freed Chartres from a' ſiege of the Dolphir, 
for when he heard of the Kitigs approach, he 
retreated to Towrs, whilſt the Scotch King with 
the Duke of Gloceffer conquer Drocas. Henry 
purſues the Dolphin from place to- place, yet 
could not overtake him , thotigh, he rook all 
Towns in his way , ſo that he joyned it g 
_ time all the Iſland of Fraxce to the 
rei, 

In the #zterim the Queen was delivered of 
a Sonne at Yind/or , who was Chriſtned Hens 
ry , of whom King Hezxry ſpake as a Propher, 
Good God , faith he, 7 Henry of Monmouth 
fhall have but a ſhort Reign, and ſhall prevail 
much , but Henry of Windfor ſhall Reign long, 
mn ſhall loſe all, but the will of GOD be 

038. 

About that time the Dolphin had beſieged 
thoſe of Narbou, Henry marches quickly thi- 
ther to free them, and niaking too much haſte, 
he took a Feaver by over-heating himſelf, 
wherefore he was forced to ftay, but the Duke 
of Bedford was diſpatcht , who not only freed 
them of Narhbox , but alſo drove the Dolphin 
towards Aqnizan, who from thence in mockery 
was called King of Aquirar. But a flux of the 
belly coming upon Hezries diſeaſe , which in- 
creaſed every day, he was carried to Boy dz 
Vincennets, where within a few dayes he died 
Chriſtianly, 4 1421. and buried at weſtmin- 
fer. Firſt giving to his Brother the Duke of Bed- 
ford the Title of Regent of Normaydy and France, 
and his other Brother the Duke of Gloceſfter he * 


made Governour of Exoland. He was not yet 


over 36 years old, and ſo he died in the top and 
ws | | flower 
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flower of his age and honour, having reigned nine 
years and five moneths: The moſt famous Con- 
querour of all the Kings , and beſt beloved of his 
SubjeRs, that he was ſo lamented of them, which 
is not uſual, that they could not forbear to weep 
for him. The DoQtrine of zpirch# was eminent 
in this Kings reign, for which 7oh» Hy/5 and Hie- 


rom Of Prague, were at Cz/ars command after- 
wards burnt alive. |

Firſt , he wan the Poxt Malanws, 
which Ciry by Aontacate his vertue was again 
won from him. Then they fought with a 
doubtfull ſucceſs at Crepan , where about 2000 
French were ſlain , amongſt whom were many 
Nobles, and the Town was taken. But Charles 
overcame many of the Eng/ifp , driving a great 
Herd of Cattell toward Normandy , and took 
the prey from them , and freed the Temple of 
ST, Michel from a ſiege. Then the chance of 
Warre being altered, he is again put to the 
worſt at Yerzole. Bur the fidelity of the men 
of Orleans was notable, who levelling their 
Subnrbs with the ground , held play with the 
Earl of Salisbary, a moſt valiant Commander, 
who had beleaguerd them, and when they were 
almoſt famiſhed, and were ready to yeild them- 
ſelves to the Duke of Burgxndy, Salubary dif- 
dainins*the honour ſhould be taken from him, 
refuſed the Conditions , bat he whilſt he was 
not wary enough in viewing the ſcituation 
of the City, was ſlain with a Bullet from the 
Walls. * ; 

In the zzterim: the Duke of Glocefter, did not 


-a little ſtain his Honour , marrying 7acobe the 
*Counteſs of He//a1d, which formerly had been 
married to 7ohn. Duke of Brabant ; but ſhe be- 
ittg furprized by craft, was brought back to her 

_ -Husband, but again diſguifing her ſelf in mans

for 7oan a Countrey Maid, which had ſpent her - 


youth in keeping Sheepe, deſiring to free the 
Kingdom of their enemies the Exg/iſh , was 
brought to the King, who admired the Maids 
courage, when he ſaw that ſhe was a Maid" in» 
deed : Shee putting on mens Armour, brought 
roviſion into Orleayus with the Forces ſhe 
d received from the King, .and with many 
aſſaults at: length ſhe raiſed the Siege. Then _ 
ſhe wonderfully weakned the £»g/iſh with ma- 
ny, though leſſe Battels ; three thouſand Exgli# 
were ſlain in Be/ſa : Nor was Charles wanting 
to his own affairs, but the Maid being Leader 
he went. to.Rhemes', and recovered the Enſigns 
of the Kingdom. Then he marched to Para, 
whileſt Bedford was carefull enough, and ſuffer- 
ed no occafion to flip to manage his buſinefle as 
he ought. The Maid at the ſiege of Conpiennd, 
thinking to relieve the place, received a wi 
in the leg, and ſo 'was fain to retreat. -Yet thts 
Warlike Maid broke into the City, and fallying + 
forth again upon the Enemy , ſhe was 'taken |

Burgundy with the ſame earneſtneſle he helped 
the Engliſþ before, now aſliſts the French. To | 
this there hapned the death of the Duke of Bed- \ 
ford the Governour of Fraxce, which did a lit= _ _ 
tle damnifie the Eglis : Then other Paces Bo 3 
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the Normans ſcarce continued their fidelity , bur 
by the ſlaughter of five thouſand of them, they 
were either frighted or pacified. The £»g/iſh 
affairs thus declining in Fraxce, they did not 
aſſault Cities and fenced places as formerly, but 
Caſtles and poor Forts. Alſo Baurgsndy 
offenſive Warre with the Duke of 70k who 
ſucceeded Bedford, and beſieged Calls, but he 
retreated in time , for the Duke of Gloceſter 
arrived the next day with a great Army , who 
finding the enemy gone, ruined all with fire 
and ſword. In the interim the Scotch laid fiege 
to the Caſtle of Rapesbarg, but being certified of 
the return of the Duke of Nork, and the con. 
of the Earl of Northamberland, he quickly raiſ 
his ſiege. P 
In the mean while Harflet was delivered up 
to the Frexch at a price, the Garriſon ſouldiers 


being corrupted with money. But the Duke 


of Sommerſe: and Talbot, beſieging the City 
afreſh by Sea and Land, regained it once more, 
the Duke of Orleaxs with his Army being come 
onely to look on. In the mean time Fames King 


of Scotland, after he had been priſoner teh 
years in England, was reſtored to his liberty, and 
placed with a rich Matron, but being at lengthy - 


ingratefull, he was treacherouſly flain in his 


chamber ; the authours of the fa&t were ſeveral» 


ly executed. All this while the bufineſs went 
diverily in France on both ſides ; and what by 


Valour, what by Policy, many Towns were.

ie | Shops, and the ſicting was adjourned for five 
« | dayes. Alſo the Parliament forbad the Citizens, 
. | that no man ſhould help the King co' finde out, 


thoſe that were accuſed , rendring. the King as 
Y hatefull ro the People as they could, and ſha- 
_ king his Authority. The King , when he might 
have made uſe of this Diviſton between the two 
Houſes to overthrow the. attempts of the People; 
breaks forth - into violent anger , ſets a Guard 
upon the Tower of London, and onee more de- 
clares the accuſed to be guilcy of High Treaſon 
forbidding all men either to conceal rhem , or to 
convey them away, promiſing their Eſtates to 
any that ſhould diſcover them, either alive or 
dead. But men were fo farre from obeying the 
King, that the accuſed Members, guarded with 


a multitude of Citizens , took their places again 
| AS 
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whichdid-not a little exaſperate the minde of 7%. 
Citizens': Burthe Aldermen of the City: took @ | 
better courſe, and, humbly' certified the King, 
Thar the Commonalry were too muctr incenſed 
already , and therefore he ſhould let paſſe bitter 
counfſell, and finde out folne way to compoſe the 
matter.. The King anſwered them: with the grea- 
teſt moderation;greatly complaining that his Au- 
thority was violated. 

Bur the: Parliament, when they had brought 
' the buſineſſe ſo farre , thought not fit to give it 

over, . but on the 16 day of Zaxxary , inthe year 
164.2, Traifed a vaſt multitude of Citizens, and 
others As it- was pretended, to defend the Houſes, 
that they might aſſemble freely, and Letters were 
forthwith ſent ro other-neighbouring Counties, 
whereby they wete- cominanded to draw up in. 
Arms all the Forces they could, under colour to 
defend the. Laws and Liberties. Upon this occa- 
fion there came togethera mighty Army, ſo that 
at leaſt 20000 were ready ata beck. - 

The King having. timely notice of it, leaving 
the City, makes haite to. Hampton Court, cOm- 
manding his Counſellours to follow him | eſpeci- 
ally the Earls of £ſex-and Holland, but they re- 
fuſed, wherefore the King with a ſmall company, 
rook his j journey like .one'that ifled,; ſo that: for 
haſte , being he had no. Purveyors, 'to -provide 
room for him (ufficiently,; He,his Wife and Chil- 
dren the firſt night, 'were conſtrained to tumble 
| all in one Bed. 
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7  He® being now eſcaped: from ont of theit 
hands, by Proclamations endeavoured to main« 
{ tain his own Cauſe 'before 'the whole -world, 


but he wanted help. 

It was otherwiſe with the Parliament, for all 
London now ſtood againft the King , ready in 
Arms. The Streets and croſs-wayes were ftop- 
ped with Chains, and Barres, and Cannon moun- 
red ; Allo the Parliaments Forces were augmen- 
ted by an addition of foure thouſand Horſe Soul- 
diers that came co them. The Boats and: Barks 
were fitted for the Warre, and moſt of. the 'Ci- 
t1zens ſervants and Apprentices, were ata callto 
joyn with the Parliament, and being armed, what 
wich Clabs, what with Sticks, what with Swords, 
and other Weapons, they came and guarded rhe 
Parliament-Houfſe, as Halberd-men';. And front 
that time the meeting was not at Feſtminſter , as 
before, but in rhe City, that they might the-ber- 
rer win the minds of the Citizens to themſelves, 
and be nearer to their buſinefſe. Thongh: the 


_ King being asked his opinion thereof by Eſſex, 


did flatly deny it ,. wherefore they are refolved 
ro ſet npon the Kings ftubborn minde (as they 
ſaid.) They commanded” the-Governours of Sea- 
Towns,not to obey the Kings Orders,unleſs they 
were confirmed by the Authority and Seal of the 
Parliament, at one blow almoſt cutting off all che 
Kings Authority. - This might have been preven- 
ted, had he by good counſell raken poſſeilion of 


thoſe Towns, and put inSoutdiers to keep them”

for him. 

The King, when he ſaw they provided Force, 
and that'he was not ſafe at Hamproy Court, rides 
preſaatly to 17ind/or, thither came the: French 
LEES! _— -Em- 
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Embaſladour to him',-who offered to be Um- 
pire- between the-Kipg and his Subjects, but 
when neither King nor Queen would give any 
great credit to his words , he did prevail but lit- 
tle. Bur:now the King firit ſaw that he was de- 
ceived of his hopes, when he.imagined that 
Wales and Torkſhire were revolted from lim, at 
the report of what was paſt, and for fear of them 
his Counſel was troubled. ; 

But the Parliament ( which the King in his 
ſtraights' was not ignorant of ) thought fit to 
proceed, and did preſcribe Conditions to the 
King, Namely, That the Eng/iſs ſhould be 
governed the ſame way as the Scorch were, and 
ſo that they wight. cajl, a Parliament as often as 
they pleaſed, and aſlign Offices to whom they 
thought fir, that the Biſhops ſhould be ejected 
out of the Parliament, whom they found more 
\ addicted to the Kings fide , and many fuch like 

Propoſitions. 40 

In:the-mean time, the Houſes take into their 
Power the Towns of greateſt concernment , 
amongſt which Hx/! was one ; The King had 
fent the Earl of New. caftle thither before to 
demand it for himſelf, but the Townſmen, who 
had firſt received order from the Parliament, 
| being doubtful what to do, were between hope 
_ and fear, but then being confirmed with a far- 
ther order from the Parliament, they. excluded 
the King. Wherefore being- defrauded of his | 
bope ,- he reſolves upon. more milde counſels; 
and ſent Lettets to the two Houſes, deſiring 
them not to-proceed ſo harſhly, to leave off 
their violence, proteſting his Innocence and . 
ſncere intention before God and man. But the . 


Parlia=.J 
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Parliament little moyed by: theſe words, take 
care in the mean time for the buſineſs of /reland, 
giving Licence to A7artin Tromp the Admiral of 
Holland: to ſearch all Dwnkirk Ships, -even in 
the very Engliſh Havens. Alſo Digby and Luyſ- 
ford that were addicted to the King , are accuſed 
of High Treaſon, the one was taken, the other 
eſcaped into Holland. Then they ſend Meſſengers 
to the King , and gave him thanks for his Let- 
ters, deſiring his Majeſty to returne to Londen. 
The King, though he were pleaſed with their gra» 
titude , yet refuſed to come to the Parliament, 
leaſt the people by, their: Inſolence ſhould again 
put him in danger. The Parliament was much 
diſpleaſed with this refuſall of the King , becauſe 
the traffique did not . proceed well ,' and becauſe 
they could not preſs their deſigns as they would. 
Whereupon the Lower Houſe drew up. an Hum- 
ble Remonſtrance, wherehy they deſired Power to 


' beſtow all. places of Government both by Sea and . 
Land, upon whom they thought fit, and to fortifie 


ToWns with Ammunition and Proviſion neceſſary, 
as they pleaſed. And proceeding yer farther, They 
asked that the old Servants of the Zuren, bith Eng- 
liſh and French, and ſuch as were her Prieſts might 
be baniſhed, and the Biſhops and Lords additted 
to the Popiſh Religion, might be excluded from the 
Parliament- Houſe. That a Synod of fifty Mint 
fters might be called. That the Princes and Lords 
ſhould be furbidden to go out of the Land , or to make 
any Covenant with forraign Prixces or Common-, 
wealths, without tie Parliaments conſent. Laſtly, 
T bey deſired that the King ſhould take au Oath. to

© The-Lords of the Upper Houſe were not well 
pleaſed: with theſe Propoſitions, for that the 
Kings Authority was palpably infringed by 
them: © "The Lower Houſe was angry at that, 


and fell to their former Artifice, and threatned | 


to raiſe the people, and incite them againſt the 
Nobilicy;' as Enemies to the Common-wealth, 
and addited to the Kings fide. The Lords re- 
Sarded' not their threats, untill chey ſaw the 
Commons -uniting themſelves by counſel} from 
the Lower Houſe, and ( which is ro be admired ) 
they found the Commiſſioners of Fcorland , to 
joyn with them againſt the profit of their own 
Countrey. At laſt they were terrified with theſe 
things, and fore-ſecing greater dangers,they con- 
ſent, though it were againſt: their wills. Twenty 
choſen men therefore are ſent to the” King-with 
theſe Conditions, which when the King beheld, 
he uncertook to ask Counſel] thereupon, and to 
deliver his\ minde in writing. But when he was 
prefled with ſtraights on all ſides, he yielded ro 
theſe Conditions, namely, That the Parliament 
ſmuld fore the Cities of the Kinodom with proviſts 
0, upon this ground that the King ſhould fir$t be 
maae acquainted what proviſion they wonld make, 
and to beſtow the Offices, ſo that of three men choſen, 
the King might chcoſe one. As for the Biſhops and 
the re#t, as being matters of great moment, he would . 
aaviſe farther. The Kings Conſent was received 
by the Parliarhent with great applauſe, though | 
they couid have deſired the rermes of his Grant 
had been larger, for by this Anthority they in- 
creaſed in power as much as the King, decreafed. | 
They brought the bufineſfe fo: farre , that the 
power ſhould be in their hands ſo lors as the: © | 
IE . Parlia- _ 
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| " the King by a dangerous Indulgence, had grant 
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Parliament fate, which they meant forever : For 


them leave before to ſit ſo long as they pleaſ@, 
they being not to be diffolved without their own 
Conſent. And that this power granted to them 
might not prove unfruitfull , they preſently pur 
out ſome Governourg| and put in others. Nor 
are they content with this, -but being higher by 
the Kings Grants, they petition that the ſix Men- 


bers ſhould be cleared from all guilt, and to be 


freed from attainder, the King was reſolved to 
yeild to all, and did grant what they asked. _ 
The Kings conrage was ſo farre weakned, 
that he lifted up the Power. of his Adverſaries, 
and pulled down the hopes of his friends, who 
truſting bur little to his over gvear- lenity, 
thought it. beſt to avoyd the ſtrokes or miſfor- 
tune now hanging over they heads. Paft of them, 
forſaking the Parliament,went home to their hon- 
ſes; Part of them preferring voluntary baniſh- | 
ment before continuall fear., went out. of the” 
Land, for they had now got the power. of all into 
their hands, and did what they pleaſed, noman 
daring to whiſper againſt it. | 
And now that plenty of Parliament-Members 
was ſo diminiſhed, that in the Upper Houſe there 
were left not above five and twenty,in the Lower 
Houſe ſcarce fourſcore , the Kings friends fill - 
falling off, char at laſt there were hardly ſixteen 
inthe Houſe of Lords. In the mean time they 
raged fiercely againſt thoſe that were addiQted to 
the Rowiſh Religion , and they provide a Fleet 
with the Kings Treaſure,to defend the Mediterra- 
nean Sea upon all occaſions, whereby his Power 
was ditniniſhed , and his authority broken. The 
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Queen alfo was s fo tired out with ſo many cas 
mnies and aſperfions , that ſhe reſolved to ſail 
into Holland, and to accompany her Daughter to 
her Husband the Prince of Orange to whom ſhe - 
was eſpouſed.. And the Parliament to leave the 
King naked of that ſuccour eaſily yielded to it.
